Adams county produced 4.265,- 
750 gallons of 
milk in 
1928, the 
bureau of statistics, 
department 
of agriculture, 
announced today. 
The value of the 1928 production is 
estimated a t $1,279,720. 
York county 
produced 
fifteen 
million gallons and Franklin coun­ 
ty produced eight million gallons. 
Milk production in Pennsylvania 
in 1928 is estimated at 441,270,0(8) 
gallons and valued a t 1112,254.920, 
according to the bureau’s figures, 
This is an increase 
in production 
of approximately 7,370,000 gallons 
over the 1927 total. 
This greater 
production has been accomplished 
without an increase in number of 
dairy cows, the 
average produc­ 
tion per cow being approximately 
eight gallons more than in 1927. 
Practically 
the same 
amount of 
milk was produced by 
the 
dairy 
herds 
in 
the 
Commonwealth in 
1928 as in 1924, with 18,000 fewer 
cow -,. 
Due to better breeding, elimina­
